Prisoners of Christ 


Not all “prisoners of Christ” are in 
shackles and behind bars. The Apostle 
Paul called himself “the prisoner of Je- 
sus Christ for you Gentiles” (Eph. 3:1), 
“his prisoner” (2 Tim. 1:8); and he was 
literally a prisoner in the commonly 
accepted meaning of the term. And 
others of his day and since his time 
have been thrown into vile dungeons or 
forbidding towers for the sake of their 


testimony. But there is, beside these 
literal bounds, a bond of the spirit which 
may keep a man or woman in a particu- 
lar place because he is a servant of 
Christ. The circumstances may be very 
trying to the mind and the flesh, and 
perhaps a few words from him would 
release him and give him a complete 
change. Here is a mother, with chil- 
dren of her own to care for, who also 
has undertaken to provide a home for an 
elderly, infirm parent. Perhaps she has 
brothers and sisters who should, by 
rights, take their turn in caring for the 
old mother; but the devoted Christian 
daughter knows that her believing moth- 
er is happier in her home, and will re- 
ceive more loving care; so she does not 
stand on her rights, but for the love of 
Christ, continues her burdensome minis- 
try with tenderness and thoughtfulness. 
Here is a young minister*in a small, not 
wealthy church, who finds conflicting 
opinions among his officers, and hardness 
of heart in many members. Why not 
just give it all up and seek a better 


place? No, for the love of Christ and 
souls he stays where he is. Again, there 
may be a Sunday school superintendent 
who finds dissension and discontent 
among his teachers, and faces overcrowd- 
ing and inefficient equipment. He gets 
no salary for his hard work, and some- 
times even gete criticized for what he 
does or does not do. But he is a “pris- 
oner of Christ,” so he hangs on, casting 
his care on Him. Examples could be 
multiplied, for there are many Chris- 
tians today, here and on foreign mission 
fields, who are enduring hardness and 
perhaps even suffering injustice because 
they can say with Paul, “The love of 
Christ constraineth us” (2 Cor. 5:14). 
So take heart, if you are thus bound to 
an irksome task, remembering that “God 
is not unrighteous to forget your work 
and labour of love” (Heb. 6:10); and 
that you are to be “stedfast, unmove- 
able, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the Lord” 
(1 Cor, 15:58).

of 3,500 cases of cancer made by the 
Institute of Demography,! Paris. 

Tobacco seems to have been one factor 
back of cancer of stomach and lungs 
and in cancer of facial skin. Leder- 
mann’s findings here agree with those 
so widely reported in the United States 
and England last year. 

Spirits and wine play a similar role. 
A statistical relation was found between 
alcohol and cancer of the intestinal tract 
and of the lungs; also between alcohol 
and cancer of the stomach, the sexual 
organs, and the bladder. 

A special study was made of the cases 
where alcoholism could be traced back 
to the consumption of wine alone, These 
cases included more than half of the 
whole number of alcoholics. No differ- 
ence could be discovered between strong 
liquor and wine, that is, in injurious 
action. 





1'The statistical study of populations, as to 
births, marriages, mortality, health, etc. 
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Another investigation was made of 
the relative effects of alcohol and to- 
bacco combined. , 

The combined risk of cancer in the 
case of smoking alcoholists was not 
double but many times as great. In 
Ledermann’s words: 

“On the one hand a smoker who does 
not drink has five times as great a risk 
of cancer of the stomach as one who 
neither drinks nor smokes;-on the other, 
an alcoholic who does not smoke also 
has five times a greater risk than one 
who neither drinks nor smokes. 

“But an alcoholic who also smokes 
has, not ten times the cancer risk, but 
actually a twenty times greater risk 
than one who neither drinks nor 
smokes.” , ; 

(One should compare these conclu- 
sions with recent experiments indicat- 
ing that the combination of alcoholic 
drink and barbiturates intensifies far 
more. the toxic danger that each alone 
carries, far more indeed than the com- 
bined dangers from both together.) 

“If one examines alcohol risks in the 
etiology of cancer,” concludes Dr, Leder- 
mann, “it is clear that the occurrence 
of alcoholism in an individual increases 
many times the risks which other active 
factors [here smoking] carry.” 


The Costliest Door in the World (A 
French temperance story).—One day a 
man was seen going toward a saloon. In 
his hand was a wooden measuring stick 
with which he began to’measure the 
saloon door. - “Eighty-five centimeters 
broad; two meters high,” he murmured. 

Then in a loud voice he said to those 
who ‘had gathered round in: curiosity: 
“This door is two meters by eighty-five 
centimeters. That’s not much! Yet I 
had a house and it passed through it. 
I had fine furniture. It went through 
evert without being taken apart. I had 
savings; they went the same way. 

“But if that were only all! I had good 
health, yet the doctor told me the other 
day, ‘Your healt has gone through the 
saloor door.’ 

“When I was a young man, I had a 
good reputation, was trusted by all. To- 
day, no one has confidence in me. ‘He’s 
a drinker. My self-respect has gone 
through this door. 

“Formerly I had a kind heart. I could 
not have seen my wife and children 
weeping. Yet I have often seen them 
in tears since I passed through this door. 

“In the old days I had a good head. 
I was a thinker and was proud of it. 
Yet how many times I have gone out 
of this saloon more stupid than a brute! 

“J had a conscience, could distinguish 
between right and wrong. Am I doing 
right in wasting my money in this way, 
in poisoning my body, in poisoning my 
life, in giving a bad example to others? 
Certainly not! I have not listened to 
conscience, and as a result my happiness 
passed out through this door. Often 
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have I come through it singing but really 
miserable. 

“Ah, well! Now I have had enough! 
Saloon door, farewell! I will never go 
through thee again. I renounce drink- 
ing forever.” 

Having said these words, the man 
quietly left. The crowd cried out, “He’s 
right! He’s told the truth!” 

But too ignorant, too weak, too fear- 
ful of what the rest might say, they 
entered one by one the same fatal door, 


A Testimony.—“I am the. tenth child 
of a family of eighteen children. My 
father was a drunkard, the son of a 
drunkard. My mother slaved hard and 
came home exhausted, which did not pre- 
vent my father from treating her with 
alcoholic brutality. After twenty-two 
years married, and tired of a life of 
martyrdom, she fled to Belgium, her 
native land. 

“From the age of eight years, I had 
crises of epilepsy” (unquestionably due 
to alcoholic inheritance). “In one of 
them I let fall a can of kerosene into 
the fire and was quickly a human torch. 
For years I have borne the scars. 
Abandoned by my mother, I was, at 
eleven years, turned out of home and 
was taken in by a boardinghouse which 
lodged forty miners. I used to drink 
the remains in their gin glasses which 
but increased the attacks of epilepsy. 
I found work here and there, but none 
cared to keep me because of the epi- 
lepsy.” Followed years of vagrancy and 
of internment in asylums and an at- 
tempted suicide. At twenty-one she was 
a wreck, a human rag. “Peasants paid 
for my drinks in order to make me sing 
and dance, which I did badly to their 
great amusement; but when I had drunk 
too much I became terrible, and every- 
body fled.” She was put in a padded 
cell after having, in a freak of mad- 
ness, fired a barn and nearly “carbon- 
ized” herself. 

Then came some years of contact with 
Pastor Picot, who sought to help her. 
She signed the pledge, but Christmas- 
time was the cause of her lapse. How- 
ever, she finally pledged herself with 
the help of God. 

“His power has transformed my life, 
cured my passion for drink for all time, 
and in His infinite mercy, of my attacks 
of epilepsy as well, Ofa savage beast, dan- 
gerous and bloody, He has made me one 
of His redeemed.” Because of her Blue 
Cross connection, she was insulted and 
persecuted by fellow employees, “but 
my strength was in Christ. I told them 
I had been worse than they all, a fight- 
ing drunkard, child of an alcoholic and 
an epileptic. When they asked me for 
proof, I showed them my prison papers. 
Never had they seen one who had fallen 
so low and had been restored to health 
and decency. 

“But salvation is not a thing one keeps 
to oneself. “Ye were my witnesses,’ were 
Christ’s words, It was laid on my heart 
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to save my sisters in misery whom I 
knew were without shelter, having 
drunk their wages and being unable to 
pay for lodgings. So I went evenings, 
after work, to inspect the area along the 
Seine from the St. Cloud Bridge to the 
Sévres Bridge. Often I awakened young 
girls sleeping in the open air and brought 
them to my room. I gave them my own 
bed, my clothes; helped them to find 
work. Many of them are today mothers 
of families. 

“For thirty-one years, God has kept 
me faithful to my pledge. My life has 
been transformed. I am married and my 
husband has adopted my principles. 
From 1903 to 1914, I signed the pledge 
many times until I learned that to keep 
a pledge one must be upheld by someone 
stronger than oneself. All of which

Who Said It? 


I am coming again to trouble you 
about a certain quotation, namely,

not hear what you say.” I believe 
that is correct. 

Could you, please, inform me who 
said it or wrote it? It was quoted in 
Bible class, in regard to Christian liv- 
ing.—A New Jersey reader. 


Ralph Waldo Emerson said something 
very like it, according to “Bartlett’s 
Familiar Quotations” (Little) Brown & 
Co., Boston, 1950). Said the New Eng- 
land philosopher: “Do not say things. 
What you are stands over you the while, 
and thunders so that I cannot hear what 
you say to the contrary.” 

The principle here expressed is, of 
course, well known, and has been put 
in this form: “Actions speak louder 
than words.” The original thought is 
often found in Scripture, being seasoned 
and strengthened by the salt of the Gos- 
pel. The Lord Jesus said to the multi- 
tude and His disciples, “The scribes and 
the Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat: all 
therefore whatsoever they bid you ob- 
serve, that observe and do; but do not ye 
after their works: for they say, and do 
not” (Matt. 23:2, 3). Paul said, “I there- 
fore, the prisoner of the Lord, beseech 
you that ye walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, with all low- 
liness and meekness, with longsuffering, 
forbearing one another in love; endeav- 
oring to keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace” (Eph. 4:1-3). He also 
said, “And herein do I exercise myself, 
to have always a conscience void of 
offence toward God and toward men” 
(Acts 24:16). Again, “Let us not there- 
fore judge one another any more: but 
judge this rather, that no man put a 
stumblingblock or an occasion to fall in 
his brother’s way” (Rom, 14:13).

A startling prophecy from the Hebrew 


of an Isaiah text 


to Israel from all parts of the 

world, the homecoming of the 
40,000 and more Yemenite Jews from 
southeastern Arabia is the most pictur- 
esque and dramatic. And their return 
from Yemen was definitely foretold by 
the Prophet Isaiah 2,500 years ago! 

One day in the city of Jerusalem I was 
sitting in the office of the Jerusalem Post 
talking with the acting editor. 'The Post 
is an English daily newspaper published 
in Jerusalem by Jews. It is a splendid 
paper and has a_ wide circulation 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Israel. 

As we were conversing, the editor said 
to me with real interest, “Why did you 
come to Israel?” 

I replied, “One reason for my visit is 
that I might see how the prophecies of 
the Bible are being fulfilled in this 
land.” 

“That is very interesting,” she replied. 
“Our Prime Minister, David Ben-Gurion, 
is also greatly interested in the fulfill- 
ment of the Old Testament prophecies 
of the Bible. Only a few days ago he 
gave an address here in Jerusalem and 
ended his speech by quoting two verses 
from the Book of ISaiah. Come with me 
and I will show them to you in the files 
of our paper.” 


The Editor’s Discovery 

She led me into another room and 
showed me a copy of the Jerusalem Post 
containing the Prime Minister’s speech 
made a few days previous. And there 
at the close of his address as reported 
in the paper I saw Isaiah 43:5,' 6: 

“Fear not: for I am with thee: I will 
bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west: I will say to the 
north, Give up; and to the south, Keep 
not back: bring my sons from far, and 
my daughters from the ends of the 
earth.” 

Then the editor made this astonishing 
statement: “I was reading those two 
verses in the original Hebrew. And I 
was much surprised to see that in verse 
6 where it says, ‘and to the south, Keep 
not back:’ the word translated ‘south’ in 
the English version is ‘Teman’ in the 
original Hebrew. And ‘Teman’ in He- 
brew means “‘Yemen.’” 


O' all the Jews who have returned 


To say that I was amazed by this state- 


ment is putting it mildly. I knew that 
the Prophet Isaiah, 2,500 years ago, had 
foretold that the Jews would return to 
their ancient homeland from the east 
and west and north and south, but I was’ 
astonished to find that he gave the very 
name of the land in the south from 


The Prime Minister of Israel, David 
Ben-Gurion, is interested in the ful- 
fillment of prophecy in Bible Lands, 
and in an address he made in Jeru- 
salem he quoted from Isaiah. While 
talking with the editor of a Pales- 
tine’ paper about Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
address, Mr. Davis got a very re- 
markable side light on one of Isaiah’s 
prophecies.

which they would return—Teman, mean- 
ing Yemen! 

At the close of the interview I returned 
to the place where my wife and I were 
staying in Jerusalem, and said to her: 
“Today I have heard the most remark- 
able statement made to me since we have 
been in Israel.” 

We got our Bibles and looked up this 
amazing prediction. We rejoiced greatly 
at the realization that this prophecy had 
been fulfilled to the very letter and in 
the very days in which we are living. 
However, I wanted to make sure that the 
information I had received from the 
editor about Teman was entirely true. 
Some days later we had the opportunity 
of talking to one of the professors in the 
Hebrew University. I told him what I 
had heard about Teman in the original 
Hebrew meaning “Yemen.” The pro- 
fessor declared at once that the infor- 
mation I had received was entirely cor- 
rect. It is interesting to note here that 
the Hebrew speaking Jews in Israel call 
the Yemenite Jews Temanim (“Teman- 
ites”). 

As the land of Teman is in the south- 
ern part of Arabia, it was perfectly natu- 
ral for the English translators of Isaiah 
43:6 to call it “the south,” for it was in 
the south and harmonizes with the “east” 
and “west” and “north” as given in the 
two verses. But it is simply amazing 
that the Prophet Isaiah, twenty-five cen- 
turies ago, actually specified the exact 
land of Yemen, from which 40,000 Yem- 
enite Jews have come to Israel. 

During our stay in Israel Mrs. Davis 
and I saw many of the dark-skinned 
Yemenites. Most of them wear side 
curls. The Yemenite Jews are small in 
body, wiry and full of energy, and we 
found them very friendly. They were de- 
lighted to receive the Hebrew New Tes- 
taments. I récall vividly an incident that 
occurred one day as we were riding 
along in a station wagon belonging to a 
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missionary friend who was kindly motor- 
ing us around, 

We came to a group of men working 
on the roadway—and let me say here 
that the roadways in Israel are kept in 
excellent condition. Ags usual, when our 
car stopped, the men who were working 
on the road dropped their shovels and 
pickaxes and hurried to the station 
wagon when they saw we were giving 
out literature. We gave out a number 
of Scripture booklets and New Testa- 
ments in various languages. On this par- 
ticular trip, one fatherly Yemenite Jew 
was so delighted to receive a Hebrew 
New Testament that he began at once to 
read it aloud, intoning it in rich Hebrew, 
and gently swaying his body as he read. 
We Shall never forget that sight. 

The kingdom of Yemen, from which 
these Jews have come, is in the south- 
western part of the Arabian Peninsula. 
It if next to the Red Sea and the Gulf 
of Aden. Groups of Jews emigrated 
from ancient Israel to Yemen centuries 
before the birth of Christ, possibly after 
the destruction of Jerusalem and Sol- 
omon’s Temple at the hands of the army 
of Nebuchadnezzar. For many gener- 
ations these Yemenite Jews were lost to 
the world. 


The Discovery of Yemenite Jews 

One day Mrs. Davis and I were talking 
to a Jewish photographer in Tel Aviv, 
who had visited Aden several months 
previous. He gave us an interesting story 
of the discovery of these Yemenite Jews 
by the outside world. The interview 
was printed in an earlier book of mine 
entitled “Israel Returns Home Accord- 
img to Prophecy,” but it is so informa- 
tive that I am glad to repeat it. The 
photographer said: 

“In 1858 two men from Great Britain 
visited the land of Yemen. They found 
large numbers of people there who de- 
clared they were Jews. They were dark- 
skinned like the people of Arabia, but 
worshiped the God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. The visitors said to them: 
‘You say you are Jews. How can you 
prove it?’ 

“In reply the Yemenites showed them 
their scralls of the Torah, the five books 
of Moses, and Said, ‘Come and hear our 
children read the Scriptures in Hebrew 
even though the language of the land is 
Arabic.’ 

“The visitors were deeply impressed 
with the evidence that these Yemenite 
Jews presented, and it was reported 
abroad that Jews were living in Southern

entered Nepal, hitherto a closed 

land. It is headed by Dr, Lily 
O’Hanlon with five other women in her 
team and five Christian Nepali. At first 
treated with suspicion, they have now 
obtained a foothold in Pokhra and in 
the Katmandu Valley. Medical work 
shas borne much fruit. On one occa- 
sion there was an outbreak of rabies, 
and vaccine was flown in; when small- 
pox broke out, 1,400 were vaccinated. 
The Gospel is being preached, and 
Pravda of Moscow takes notice: “Under 
cover of establishing hospitals, they are 
turning the Himalayas into a center of 
spying.” 

The Sudan Interior Mission has re- 
ceived permission to open stations in 
Somalia, erstwhile Italian Somaliland, 
to bring the Gospel to the three million 
Somalis. 

Unevangelized Fields Mission has pub- 
lished translations of John and Mark in 
the Gogodala language of Papua and are 
working on others in the widely dis- 
tributed Suki tongue. It is surveying 
distant valleys with the co-operation of 
the Missionary Aviation Fellowship, 
among them the Swaart Valley in New 
Guinea, where supplies for missionary 
support have to be flown in and dropped. 


The Rev. Melquiades C. Galila, lately 
deceased, is considered to have been the 
best preacher in the Philippines, and 
was a powerful Bible expositor. He was 
teacher in the Doane Bible Institute, 
chairman of the Council of the Visayan 
Fellowship of Fundamental Baptist 
Churches—which includes sixty-seven 
churches—editor of their organ, and 
much more, 

“As a Bible student he was without 
equal. He never missed reading his 
twenty chapters a day. He was rightly 
called ‘the walking concordance,’ for he 
could locate in a few seconds any verse 
in the Bible, and give supporting refer- 
ences on any subject. During the war 
he was tortured by Japanese Kempei- 
tai, and his eldest daughter was bay- 
oneted by retreating Japanese soldiers 
when the American troops landed in 
Panay.” 

Mr. Galila was largely responsible for 
the formation of the Far Eastern Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches in’ Manila, a 
regional council of the International 
Council of Christian Churches, 

Contrast the above with a picture Mr. 
Toliver draws of Romanism in the 
Philippines, of Good Friday flagellants. 
Good Friday is commemorated as “the 
day of the sorrows of the Holy Virgin.” 
In a shrine he mentions, “the image of 
Jesus was four inches high; that of ‘the 
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Mother of God’ four feet high.” A pro- 
cession of self-scourgers moved slowly 
down the seaside road between the fish 
warehouses along Manila Bay. 

“After every jerky step they paused 
and swung the short rope held in the 
hand. A dozen pieces of wood, the size 
of clothespins and tied to the end of 
the rope, hit the bare and bleeding back. 
From long gashes, opened earlier by 
scraping broken glass down the back, 
blood flowed down and dripped to the 
ground. When the flail swung back at 
the next step, the gore flew and so did 
the crowd. Each had a black hood over 
head and face, some with eye holes cut 
in them. 

“At a crossroads, three flagellants, 
kneeling, drew a cross in the dust and, 
prostrating, kissed it. Bystanders step- 
ped out of the crowd and with leather 
belt or rubber whip, flailed the prostrate 
men. The victims made no sound.” 


A ringing resolution passed by the 
General Association of Regular Baptist 
Churches in 1955 ‘Convention began: 

“When F. D. Roosevelt made his 
speech of acceptance for the Presidency, 
he said, ‘From this hour the Eighteenth 
Amendment is doomed.’ He might have 
said, ‘Starting now, the United States 
of America, the greatest name in human 
history, is doomed to moral corruption 
and pollution.” That prophecy would 
have been for the most part fulfilled by 
now as is attested by nearly 600,000 
saloons, hundreds of thousands of broken 
homes, millions of juvenile delinquents, 
the loading of asylums for the mentally 
sick, the general breakdown of morals 
so that with crime waves skyrocketing 
in all age groups and both sexes, 
America is the rottenest nation in all 
her history. .. .” It then denounces 
the enslaving condition by which large 
areas of the nation are not allowed to 
vote out this deadly traffic from their 
neighborhoods; protests against the ad- 
vertising of this enemy of all that is 
dear to us in newspapers, radio, and 
especially in TV; repudiates utterly “the 
silly Yale approach,” which describes 
alcoholism as a disease such as TB, 
poliomyelitis, or a light case of. measles; 
and recommends: 

1. Putting temperance information 
back into our pulpits, our Sunday school 
and church literature and into every in- 
strument and means of moral propaganda 
at our disposal, 

2. That we lazy Christians quit misin- 
terpreting the Philippian passage which 
speaks of our citizenship’s being in 
Heaven and start making full proof of our 
American citizenship while we are here, 
and that we begin serving as the salt 
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and the light of a wicked and perverse 
generation. (Abridged.) 


The National Council of Churches is 
to send out three hundred and fifty 
speakers to address church organizations 
of many types on the Bible. They will 
come from one hundred and eighty-seven 
colleges and seminaries (no scrub team 
that), and will render this service, so 
we are told, “in order that the Bible, 
in the quaint words of the King James 
Version, ‘be understanded of the peo- 
ple.’” 

How much more this means than 
propaganda for the entire Bible RS. 
Version remains to be seen, but that it 
represents such propaganda is clear from 
the printed circular: 

“The purpose of all these services is 
[in part]: 

“2. To acquaint Americans with knowl- 
edge about God’s Word, especially as 
this has been incorporated in the Re- 
vised Standard Version.” 

Among the speakers’ themes will be: 

“2. The Word of Life in living lan- 
guage. 

“3. Reasons for the Revised Standard 
Version. 

“4. New light on qd truths.” 

The English Bible Department of the 
N.C.C. has been constituted, 

“2. To answer queries regarding Bible 
versions and the reason for revision. 

“3. Distribution of pamphlets which 
interpret the R.S.V. of the Bible.” 

It is obvious that the N.C.C. hopes 
to displace the “quaint” King James 
Version with the R.S.V. in its entirety. 


Home Missions in England and Scot- 
land.—England is moving her people into 
new living quarters on an unexampled 
scale in her postwar reconstruction. 
English Methodists are engaged in a 
corresponding construction of churches 
and church halls, 190 such having been 
built in the last 8 years in new: areas. 
During the same period, 173 schemes 
involving additional accommodation to 
existing churches have been carried 
through. New towns, as Wythenshaw, 
Stevenage, Crawley, Harlow, Hemel, 
Hempstead, Peterlee, Corby, have, or 
are to have new churches. As prelim- 
inary to construction, Sunday schools 
and worship have been carried on in 
homes, builders’ huts, garages, and day 
schools. Buses have been chartered to 
bring people to the nearest church while 
waiting for their own building’s com- 
pletion. 

Methodist Home Missions has six cara- 
vans in which two deaconesses live and 
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work in each throughout the year. In 
them they sleep and eat and receive 
callers at all hours. They move about 
among discouraged churches and neg- 
lected communities, reviving and forti- 
fying Christian life, teaching the peo- 
ple to pray again. holding meetings for 
women and Sunday schools for children. 
In addition three caravans equipped with 
cinemas have carried on a powerful male 
evangelistic ministry with hundreds of 
converts. From converts, witness teams 
have been formed, door-to-door evange- 
lism developed, and forty converts so 
trained as to be able to pass examina- 
tions as local preachers. 

Training schools for lay evangelists 
are being organized in Scotland. These 
unite Bible study with practical experi- 
ence. There is a common table and 
common dormitories for all, in church 
halls, empty houses, day schools, cas- 
tles, or other available buildings, No 
paid staff; no distinction. between those 
who cook, address envelopes, engage in 
visitation, speak at meetings. Some 
come fof week ends, others evenings, 
others on holidays. 

“At half-past two, trainees may be 
under instruction in the art of hospital 
visitation; an hour later they will be 
in the wards. At seven they may be 
listening to a talk on house-to-house 
visitation; at eight they will be knock- 
ing at doors in the area assigned for 
action.’ In the afternoons they may be 
following with growing interest ‘the 
Witness Box Method of Evangelism’; 
in the evening they will find them- 
selves under merciless cross-examina- 
tion in the presence of a crowd, either 
indoors or outside.” 


The expulsion of the Acadians from 
Nova Scotia in August, 1755, has been 
commemorated this year, but the trag- 
edy of it must be taken with reserve. 
It was the consequence of French Cath- 
olic refusal to swear allegiance to Great 
Britain and was preceded by various 
really tragic incidents as the massacre 
of forty British soldiers in 1746 at Grand 
Pré, to which Longfellow makes no ref- 
erence. For forty years this insubor- 
dination was endured by the English 
Government, and when the expulsion 
finally took place it was carried out 
humanely. This is the conclusion of 
Bird’s new book, “Done at Grand Pré.” 

It should be remembered that in the 
original settlement Huguenots were 
prominent, if not dominant, but were 
squeezed out by the Jesuit “Company 
of 100 Associates,” and by the govern- 
ment of Louis XIV. Also that before 
the expulsion took place the French 
Government was planning to reconquer 
the colony. This was stopped by their 
defeat by the British fleet off the New- 
foundland Banks. Two French ships 
were taken into Halifax as prizes, and 
on them were found 10,000 scalping 
knives which were being consigned to 
the Acadians and their Indian allies. 
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Which led the Canadian magazine 
Liberty of April last, writing on “The 
Fantastic Evangeline Hoax,” to Say: 
“The Acadians were treated with a de- 
gree of tolerance and generosity that 
must be regarded as exceptional. This 
kindness was rewarded with treachery 
and deceit.” 

Today the Gospel of peace is being 
sent by radio into the Acadian homes 
in Nova Scotia from M. Henri Lanctin’s 
mission in Moncton, New Brunswick. 


From Gospel Recordings, Incorporated, 
ever come cheering reports, and the last 
statement is no exception. For example: 

“Our 13,000 records for the Mau Maus 
in Kenya Colony got in duty free and 
are already in use.” 

“In Borneo one missionary had dedi- 
cated himself to placing phonographs at 
the rate of fifty every three months. He 
has received nearly a thousand records 
in tribal languages for distribution.” 

Joy Ridderhof and her lieutenants, 
Misses Sherwood and Barlow, have com- 
pleted work in the Sudan and are mov- 
ing southward. “Praise God for many 
new African dialects captured. Ground- 
work has been laid for similar work 
in Ethiopia, contacts having been made 
with evangelical missionaries there.” 

The Gesta Dei per Francos (the works 
of God through the French Crusaders) 
were useless and bloody parodies in 
comparison with the blessed crusade 
which these women are carrying on. 
They deserve co-operation and are get- 
ting it. Thus to help in the extension 
of their plant in Los Angeles, two more 
Christian contractors came from Texas 
to aid the volunteer Christian contractor 
in Los Angeles. Why? Because “they 
had seen hundreds of migrant workers 
won for Christ with the help of our 
Spanish records.” 

This is more than the World Council 
of Churches has done or is likely ever 
to do. The son who said, “I go, sir: 
and went not” (Matt. 21:30), in this 
instance said, “I go,” and then stopped 
to talk. Publicity of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches tells us that “ninety 
members of the World Council of 
Churches met in Davos in Switzerland 
the first week in August” (incidentally, 
they escaped the record heat wave that 
blanketed the United States this sum- 
mer). What did they do, at Davos in 
the high Alps? They discussed! What 
did they discuss? Such academic sub- 
jects .as “The Various Meanings of 
Church Unity,” “Reduction of Arma- 
ments Under International Inspection,” 
“Methods for Peaceful Settlement or 
Peaceful Change To Rectify Existing 
Injustices.” 

The Commission of Churches on In- 
ternational Affairs proposes, as a further 
subject of “ecumenical discussion to be 
carried on over a period of two or more 
years, ‘Christians and the Prevention of 
War in an Atomic Age.’” This discus- 
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sion is to be presented “to member 
churches for widespread consideration 
and would take up theological issues in- 
volved in the relation of man to the 
created world both as regards the use 
of it and the destruction of it, as these 
questions arise in the atomic world.” 

Dr. Nolde, chairman of this Commis- 
sion on International Affairs, deals with 
concrete proposals as well as abstract 
ones. He proposes to seat Red China 
in the United Nations “for the promo- 
tion of peace and justice among the 
nations.” 

Anyway, Messrs. Cavert and’ Oxnam 
and Liston Pope and Carson Blake and 
Visser "t Hooft have had a refreshing 
time in the Alpine air and snows of 
Davos, all bills paid. 

Then one thinks of the brave women 
toiling in the intense heat of the Sudan 
in making Gospel records in dialects 
hitherto unrecorded, 


Mission Notes.—The Bible Institute of 
the Orinoco Mission, Venezuela, gives 
a good report—twenty-eight finishing 
this year. Students evangelized as well 
as studied, and reported eighty conver- 
sions. Distribution of the Gospel of 
John was also carried on in Santa Maria, 
a nearly untouched place. Girls of the 
Institute teach in fifteen Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools scattered all over eastern 
Venezuela, and the King’s Singers (Can- 
tantes del Roy), ten students and four 
teachers, have been out singing the 
Gospel. Among those addressing the 
school this year has been the gifted 
Honduran preacher, Mariano Gonzales, 
“greatly used in intimate talks to the 
students.” 

At the close of a North African Mis- 
sion conference in Tangier, with more 
than a hundred Moorish men and women 
present, the leader of the meeting asked 
all who wished to confess Christ to write 
their names on a blackboard. This was 
not just a showing of hands, not a de- 
cision card signed privately, but a 
straightforward step of identification, 
and this in a Moslem land! 

Yet ten persons responded and wrote 
their names for all to see. “May God 
give them grace to maintain this stand 
in spite of what they must inevitably 
face. I was reminded of the Lamb's 
Book of Life, which contains the names 
of the redeemed. As they spelled out 
their names in Arabic characters, they 
were also enrolled in the Eternal Volume 
in tle presence of Almighty God.” 

Recently two South American tribes, 
the Jivaro and Atshuara Indians, were 
becoming increasingly hostile and a 
threatened outbreak was imminent to 
the detriment of mission work. So avia- 
tion missionary, Nate Saint, with a co- 
worker, flew low over the areas where 
the two tribes live with warning and 
quieting messages from a loud-speaker. 
It worked. The civil war was called 
off.

Arabia, largely cut off from the rest of 
the world.” - 

For generations the Yemenites had a 
tradition that some time they would be 
carried back to their ancient homeland 
“on eagles’ wings.” They were diligent 
students of the five books of Moses, and 
probably the tradition ‘had its origin in 
Exodus 19:4: “I bare you on eagles’ wings, 
and brought you unto myself.” 

After the establishment of the new 
State of Israel, the Jews of Yemen sent 
messages to the Israeli Government ex- 
pressing their great desire to return 
home, and to become citizens of Israel. 
The Israeli Government sent special rep- 
resentatives to the King of Yemen, and 
a covenant was made with him to allow 
the Jews to leave the country. The King 
of Yemen permitted the Jews to take 
only a few of their personal possessions 
with them, and they were robbed of 
some of these as they trudged along 
through the desert. But they clung to 
their precious copies of the Torah, and 
carried the scrolls with them as they 
toiled along the sand. , 

The Israeli Government had arranged 
for them to be brought from the English 
port of Aden, on the Red Sea, to Lydda 
in Israel by great airplanés, as that was 
evidently the only possible way to trans- 
port them to Israel from the midst of the 
enemy countries round about them. 
After many days and sometimes weeks of 
traveling through the desert, many on 
foot, and some on donkeys, the Yemenites 
arrived at Aden, Most of them had never 
seen an airplane before in their lives, 
but they walked utterly unafraid into 
the great “eagle” planes, with their great 
wings outstretched. At last their heart’s 
desire for generations had come to pass, 
and they were to be carried to their an- 
cient homeland “on eagles’ wings.” 

Our Jewish photographer friend gave 
us further firsthand information about 
the return of the Yemenites to their 
ancient homeland; and told us an in- 
cident that is so touching that I want to 
repeat it for my readers. He said: 

“The faith of the Yemenite Jews is 
strong. They are returning to Israel, not 
because they are greatly interested in 
Zionism, but because they believe that 
the coming of the Messiah is near, and 
they want to be in the land when the 
Messiah comes. 

“I saw avery touching sight at the time 
of my return from Aden. A Yemenite 
Jew, who appeared to be about 75 years 
of age, came to the plane carrying on his 
shoulder his father who was 106 years of 
age! The father wanted to die in Israel, 
and his son, who himself was an old man, 
had carried him 160 miles across the des- 
ert from Yemen to Aden. The father 
was very feeble and very frail—almost 
skin and bones. 

“The son and his 106-year-old father

were on the same plane on which I re- 
turned from Aden to Lydda. The plane 
Was supposed to carry only 100 people, 
but the Yemenite Jews were so thin and 
emaciated that there were 160 of them in 
that one plane. . 

“When we reached Lydda, the son, 
carrying his father, came down the gang- 
plank of the plane. Then the son whis- 
pered to his father, who was scarcely 
more than half-conscious: ‘Father, we 
are now in Israel!’ Then he tenderly 
let his father down from his shoulder to 
the ground. The father kissed the earth, 
and then quietly and gently died.” The 
father’s desire to die in the land of Is- 
rael was fulfilled! ° 

The King of Yemen could not possibly 
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have restrained the Jews in his country 
from returning to their ancient home- 
land, for 2,500 years ago Isaiah foretold 
that the Lord would say to the King of 
Yemen, “Keep not back”! And 40,000 
Yemenite Jews after centuries of exile 
came back to their ancient homeland 
precisely as predicted! 

Is God’s Word true? It is forever 
settled in Heaven! “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away, but my words shall not 
pass away.” 

Who can doubt the supernatural in- 
spiration of the Word of God after such 
exact fulfillment of prophecy uttered 
twenty-five: centuries ago, and fulfilled 
today before thé eyes of all the world?

The Danger in the Worship Center 


Why it may become a standard of idolatry 


HE lights were dim, and the flicker- 
ing flames of two candles outlined 
the picture of the boy Jesus and an open 
Bible laid before it. With this inspir- 
ing scene before them, a group of stu- 
dents gathered in a Liberal university 
church were called to consecrate them- 
selves to the Lord. One by one, the 
students arose, and, going to the table, 
laying an offering on the open Bible, 
and facing the picture, they said, “I 
give myself to Thee,” and other sim- 
ilar phrases. This was my introduction 
to the worship center. I pondered the 
service for some time afterward, won- 
dering how a Christian should view it. 
The next time this subject came to 
my attention, I found a picture of Christ 
set up in the Primary Department of a 
summer Bible school I was superintend- 
ing. The offering was taken up and 
laid before the picture between the 
lighted candles, so the children would 
consider Christian giving an act of wor- 
ship. Then I realized the worship 
center is being recommended by evangel- 
ical as well as Liberal Christian educa- 
tors. That caused me to give it more 
serious study. 

Discussion of the worship center with 
Christian educational leaders brought 
to light some interesting arguments for 
it. Evangelical Sunday schools fre- 
quently have too much “clap trap” and 
too little worship. Opening exercises 
are sometimes time-fillers to occupy the 
pupils until the late-comers arrive. 
Jingle-jangle choruses, recitation of odd 
Scripture verses, and other unrelated 
activities are used to pass away the time. 
These tattletale marks betray a lack of 
purpose and preparedness on the part 
of the leader. 

Seeking a solution to this problem, 
Christian educators have tried to plan 
programs designed to lead the pupils in 
quiet, orderly steps to a moment of 
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worship before going to their classes. 
The worship center appeals to some as 
the answer to an obvious need. Fur- 
thermore, we were told, anyone knows 
he is worshiping Christ and not His 
likeness. The picture lends atmosphere 
and helps focus the mind of the pupil 
on the Lord who alone is being wor- 
shiped. 

Can true spiritual worship employ a 
likeness of God or His Son as the ob- 
ject of the worshiper’s attention? In 
Deuteronomy 4 we are reminded em- 
phatically that Israel heard God’s voice 
but did not see Him (v. 12). His peo- 
ple then are warned not to make a like- 
ness of anything (vs. 14-19). In the New 
Testament, too, the emphasis is upon 
hearing rather than seeing. “So then 
faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God” (Rom, 10:17). 

Aaron’s experiment with the golden calf 
is enlightening. According to the Ameri- 
can Standard Version marginal reading, 
Aaron said of the golden calf, “This is 
thy God, O Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. And when 
Aaron saw this, he built an altar be- 
fore it; and Aaron made proclamation, 
and said, To-morrow shall be a feast to 
Jehovah” (Exod. 32:4, 5). Since Aaron 
built an altar before the calf and pro- 
claimed a feast to Jehovah, it is evident 
that he thought he was worshiping Je- 
hovah through the golden calf. God, 
however, said they were worshiping the 
calf (Exod. 32:8). The Romanists, like 
Aaron, consider that they do not pray 
to the images but to the persons rep- 
resented by them. 

Calvin sharply defined the issue, “This 
indeed appears to be the reason of John’s 
exhortation to ‘keep ourselves,’ not only 
from the worship of idols, but ‘from 
idols’ themselves. And we have found 
it true, that, . . . as soon as images are

Notice that our lesson today is in the 
section entitled Preparation, and the sub- 
division Inauguration. The inaugura- 
tion had three steps. Jesus was an- 
nounced (3:1-20), anointed (vs. 21, 22), 
and tested (4:1-13). The genealogy is 
inserted by way of identification in con- 
nection with the public setting apart 
of Jesus to His ministry. 


A comparison of the accounts in Mat- 
thew and Luke reveals a variation in the 
order of the temptations. In Matthew 
the order is: ‘ 


15 And he taught in their synagogues, being glorified of all. 


1, The temptation to turn stones into 
bread 

2. The temptation to cast Himself 
down 


3. The temptation to worship Satan 


In Luke’s Gospel these last two are re- 
versed. We should remember that the 
Gospels do not always profess to ar- 
range their incidents in chronological 
order. We can frequently see the sig- 
nificance of the particular order in 
which the evangelists’ material is ar- 
ranged. In other places, as here, it is 
more difficult. In this case Matthew’s 
order would seem to be the chronological 
one, since it is in His answer to the 
suggestion that He fall down and wor- 
ship Satan that Jesus dismisses the 
tempter with the words, “Get thee hence, 
Satan” (Matt. 4:10; Luke 4:8). 


Verse by Verse 

Luke 4:1—“And Jesus being full of 
the Holy Ghost . . , was led by the Spirit 
into the wilderness.” Compare 3:22. The 
Spirit-filled Man was a Spirit-led Man. 
The leading was not only into the wil- 
derness, but in the wilderness. 


Verse 2—“Being forty days tempted 
of the devil . . . did eat nothing ... he 
afterward hungered.” The temptation 
was not only at the end of the forty days, 
but all through them. Fasting and spir- 
itual conflict went together. The fast- 
ing “conditioned” Jesus for the first of 
the climactic temptations. 

Verse 3.—“. . . If thou’ be, the Son of 
God, command this stone that it be made 
bread.” The temptation was to exer- 
cise His divine power independently, 
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and for personal ends. Some believe that 
the “if”. implies suggested doubt of His 
divine Sonship, but this “if” could well 
be translated “since.” 

Verse 4.—*. . . man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word of God.” 
Thus Jesus took His place as man, and 
at the same time rejected the philosophy 
of the priority of the physical. See 
Deuteronomy 8:3. , 

Verse 5.—“And the devil . . . shewed 
unto him all.the kingdoms of the world 
..-” Whether Jesus was physically trans- 
ported, or whether this was a vision 
induced by Satan, is a question on which 
men differ. It was distinctly supernatu- 
ral, for all the kingdoms of the world 
cannot be seen from any mountain! 

Verse 6.—*. . . All this power will I 
give thee ... for that is delivered unto 
me...” Notice the offer—the power 
and glory of world dominion, but under 
an overlord, Satan. He made this offer 
as “prince of this world.’ Was it his 
last big gamble to retain*his princedom 
by offering it to Jesus? 

Verse 7.—“If thou therefore wilt wor- 
ship me, all shall be thine.” The price 
of the kingdom was just recognition of 
the overlordship of Satan, as Edward II 
of England demanded that Robert Bruce 
pay homage to him for the kingdom of 
Scotland. 

Verse 8.—“. . . Get thee behind me, 
Satan ... Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only...” Notice 
Christ’s utter repudiation of the thought. 
It was a throwing down of the gauntlet 
and a challenge to total warfare. Again 
the answer from Scripture (Deut. 6:13). 
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Verse 9.—“. . . Jerusalem . . . pinnacle 
of the temple ... cast thyself down 
from thence.” The same question arises 
here as in verse 5. For “pinnacle” read 
“wing.” The Jewish Midrash carries a 
tradition that the Messiah would show 
Himself to Israel from the roof of the 
Temple. 

Verse 10.—*. . . He shall give his an- 
gels charge over thee, to keep thee.” 
This time Satan uses Scripture (Psa. 
91:11, 12), which was believed to refer 
to Messiah, but he omits the vital phrase 
“in all thy ways.” What Satan pro- 
posed was certainly not one of the 
“ways” of Messiah, 

Verse 11—‘“. . . they shall bear thee 
up...” Satan was proposing an act of 
“tempting Providence” in the name of 
trusting God and His promises. The 
promises are not given to encourage 
folly. 

Verse 12—*". . . Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.” A third quotation 
from Deuteronomy (6:16) answers the 
third temptation. It is not promised us 
that we shall be‘delivered from the con- 
sequences of foolhardiness. 

Verse 13—“And when the devil had 
ended all the temptation, he departed 
from him for a season.” Geldenhuys 
(“The New International Commentary 
on the New Testament”) suggests the 
reading, “When the devil had ended 
every possible kind of temptation, he 
departed until a suitable time.” This 
is an excellent suggestion. Satan was 
always looking. for “a suitable time,” 
and still is, 

Verse 14.—“And Jesus returned in the 
power of the Spirit .. .” The testing 
was over. The Victor was now vindi- 
cated as worthy of the task before Him, 
and He undertook it in the power of the 
Holy Spirit (Acts 10:38). 

Verse 15.—“And he taught in their 
synagogues, being glorified of all.” A 
general statement regarding His method, 
and the early reception accorded Him, 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The three temptations recorded in our 
lesson were the climax of a pressure of 
temptation over a period of forty days. 
We ought to remember that in order 
to appreciate the ferocity of the attack 
of Satan and Phe glory of our Lord’s 
triumph. 

The three climactic temptations were 
aimed at three areas of our Lord’s life. 
The first was in the sphere of the body. 
Hungry after a fast of forty days, it 
seemed reasonable to take steps to as- 
suage that hunger, and, with all the 
resources of divine Sonship at His dis- 
posal, why should He not utilize them 
for such a legitimate end? But under- 
neath the reasonableness of such a prop- 
osition was a false philosophy—that man 
is first of all a body, that the physical 
has prior claim, that man is essentially 
animal. In addition, it called for an

independent exercise of His divine 
powers contrary to the place of submis- 
sion which He had assumed as a Serv- 
ant (Phil, 2:7). 

The second temptation, according to 
Luke’s order, was in the sphere of 
Christ’s vocation. He had come as God’s 
chosen King (Psa. 2:6), to secure a 
kingdom which must be won by the 
way of sacrifice and redemption. Satan, 
“the prince of this world,” offered an 
easier way, a way that would avoid 
suffering and sacrifice, a way that would 
make conflict and struggle unnecessary. 
If He would accept the kingdom at the 
hand of Satan, all the price asked was 
an act of homage in recognition of his 
satanic majesty’s overlordship. For sure, 
it was a compromise, but was it not 
worth it to avoid total war? But indeed 
it was more than compromise. It would 
mean the Son of God joining hands with 
Satan in open rebellion against God! 

The third temptation was still in the 
realm of vocation, but more particularly 
in the religious sphere, having to do 
with our Lord’s absolute confidence with 
His Father. If the promises of Psalm 
91 were for all trusting souls, they were 
particularly for the trusting Son. Why 
not put them to the test? The Jews 
were expecting their Messiah. to appear 
on the roof of the Temple. Then why 
hot make a sensational leap from the 
high wing of the Temple, trusting in

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God’s promise of guardian angels, and 
so excite the Jews to an acceptance of 
Him? 

Each time the obedient Son answered 
with a word of Holy Scripture. By this 
He revealed His utter loyalty to and 
reliance upon God, still taking the serv- 
ant’s place. He repudiated the animal 
philosophy of the priority of the body, 
refused the path of compromise, and as 
utterly rejected the way of fanaticism.

Topics for Development 

The Holy Spirit and Temptation. James 
tells us that “God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth he any man” 
(Jas. 1:13). It is evident, therefore, that 
the Holy Spirit, being God, will never 
entice one to evil. But we read in our 
lesson of the Holy Spirit leading Jesus 
into the wilderness, where He was 
tempted of the Devil. Indeed Matthew 
(4:1) indicates that the very purpose 
of the leading of the Spirit was that 
He should be tempted. God’s second 
Man must be put to the proof if He 
were to become head of a new race of 
redeemed men. He who would save 
must Himself overcome. 

A practical application of all this to 
us is that Jesus, the Spirit-filled man 
was a Spirit-led man, and so it must be 
with us. And the leading of the Spirit 
will not always be in gardens of roses. 
It will sometimes be in the wilderness 
of trial and testing. 

Jesus and Temptation. If Jesus is God, 
and “God cannot be tempted with evil,” 
how could Jesus be tempted? It is part 
of the mystery of the Incarnation. Be- 
ing man, He could be tempted, and “was 
in all points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin” (Heb. 4:15). But how can 
Jesus really understand man if He only 
shares man’s temptation without shar- 
ing his experience of sin? Can a sin- 
less Man really sympathize with a sin- 
ful man? Commenting on Hebrews 2:18, 
Westcott says: “Sympathy with the sin- 
ner in his trial does not depend on the 
experience of sin, but on the experience 
of the strength of the temptation to sin, 
which only the sinless can know in its 
full intensity. He who falls yields before 
the last strain.” So He is “touched with 
the feeling of our infirmity.” 


Practical Applications 
Being filled with the Spirit implies 
being led by the Spirit (Luke 4:1). 
The leading of the Spirit is not always 
in the sunshine, but sometimes in the 
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wilderness, the storm, and the conflict 
(vs. 1, 2). 

Extremity is no excuse for acting in- 
dependently of God, but an occasion for 
waiting upon Him (vs. 3, 4). 

Beware of quick results the Devil’s 
way; rather wait for results God’s way 
(vs, 5-8). 

You cannot accept favors from the 
world without paying homage to it (vs. 
5-8). 

God’s angels are not given to guard 
you in the way of folly, but in the way 
of obedience (vs, 9-12). Remember that 
on the highway! 


Golden Text 


Luke 4:8.—“Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve.” The words “worship” and 
“serve” are synonymous. The important 
word here is “only.” In this connection 
read Matthew 6:24. It is a tmoral im- 
possibility to serve two gods. It must 
be God or another.

After the Lesson.—In this lesson we 
see Christ tempted to take wrong ways 
to get right things.

The rule of all the 
earth was a right aim for Him since 
God had said, “Ask of me, and I shall 
give thee .. . the uttermost parts of the 
earth for thy possession” (Psa. 2:8). But 
to win power by the self-seeking 
schemes Satan would use would be to 
put Satan before God, to worship God’s 
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adversary. Again, public recognition 
was needful for our Lord to get a hearing 
for His teaching, but hurling Himself 
from the pinnacle of the Temple in a 
publicity stunt would not be trusting 
but tempting God. Sustaining His bodily

life, winning His promised kingdom, se- 
curing public recognition were all good 
and needful, but Satan suggested wrong 
ways for getting them, and these Christ 
at once refused. 

We, too, are tempted to get our ddily 
bread in such wrong ways as living on 
the profits of liquor, of betting and gam- 
bling, or by ways of trickery and de- 
ceit, theft, or robbery. And we may take 
wrong ways of realizing a rightful am- 
bition and winning a proper recognition 
because we are not quick to see the 
right and wrong involved or are not 
set to stick to the right at any cost. 
Christ overcame each temptation with 
a fitting word from the Bible. That is 
why we should know our Bible well— 
to hide God’s Word in our heart that we 
might not sin against Him. A country 
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lad was leaving his home and Sunday 
school for a position in a big city. As 
he left, a Christian friend said, “Remem- 
ber, my boy, you are launching your 
craft on a dangerous ocean.” “Yes, I 
know it,” was the reply, “but I've a 
safe chart to steer by,” and he held up 
his pocket Bible as he spoke. Make 
God’s Word your chart and always steer 
by it.

The Busy Men's Corner 


By Tom M. Olson 

“And Jesus .. . was led by the Spirit 
into the wilderness” (Luke 4:1).—It 
strikes many persons as being singular 
that immediately after His baptism and 
Heaven’s declaration of delight in Him, 
that the Holy Spirit should deliberately 
lead the Saviour into the wilderness to 
be tempted of Satan. But is it not per- 
fectly logical that conflict should follow 
blessing? Was it not immediately after 
the first man, Adam, was so bountifully 
blessed of the Lord that his temptation 
followed? So the “last Adam,” the “sec- 
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ond man” (1 Cor. 15:45-47), was led 
along the same path. 

When a founder has cast a bell, he 
.does not immediately place: it in a 
steeple, but tries it with the hammer 
and beats it on every side to see if it is 
perfect. So when a person is saved, he 
is not, as a rule, taken at once to 
Heaven. Temptations are the common 
lot of the people of God. “In the world 
ye shall have tribulation,” said the Lord 
to His disciples, “but be of good cheer; 
I have overcome the world” (John 
16:33). 

“Then why,” someone will ask, “are 
we told to pray, ‘Lead us not into temp- 
tation’?” It must be remembered that 
there are various kinds of temptation. 
James says, “Every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own lust 
{or desire], and enticed.” God could 
never lead us into such temptation. 

Then there are temptations which do 
not spring from an evil nature within, 
but that come from the outside, such 
as difficulties in the path, persecutions, 
suffering, and loss. God may use these 
to test our faith—as He tried Abraham 
in relation to Isaac (Gen. 22). Glory 
can be brought to God, and blessing to 
ourselves, if such trials are endured 
properly (Jas. 1:12). At the same time, 
a consciousness of our weakness and in- 
ability to stand such tests of faith, un- 
less given divine support, would lead us 
to pray, “Lead us not into temptation.” 

As to temptation from within, the 
Saviour was absolutely free, because in 
Him was no sin. But as to trials which 
came from without, He was in all points 
tempted as we are (Heb. 4:15). 

“ . . command this stone that it be 
made bread” (Luke 4:3).—Satan knew 
the voice from Heaven had declared, 
“Thou art my beloved Son... ,” yet 
he comes with his, “If thou be the Son 
of God...” Did he think he could 
cause the Lord Jesus to entertain a 
doubt as to that blessed relationship? 
If so, he was utterly disappointed! How 
he delights in approaching the Chris- 
tian with: “If you are a child of God; 
If God loves you, as you think He does; 
If, if, if .. .”! Oh, those doubt-produc- 
ing “ifs”! 

“If thou be the Son of God, command 
...” Our Lord was not meeting Satan 
in His divine power. “Being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled himself 
and became obedient. . .”—not to Satan, 
but to God. As man He was not to 
command, but obey (John 6:38). He 
had no will of His own in this matter. 
His meat was to do the will of God 
(John 4:34). He becomes our example 
in this path, and resorts to that which 
every man can refer to: “It is written 
. . .” Satan does not love the Word 
of God any more today than he did at 
that time, consequently if we resist him 
with a “Thus saith the Lord,” he will 
flee from us (Jas. 4:7; 1 Pet. 5:8, 9). 

If we live “by every word of God,” 
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the Word will be in us, and the Spirit 
of God will be able to bring the exact 
word with which to resist Satan. All 
three of the Lord’s quotations are from 
the Book of Deuteronomy. C, H. Spur- 
geon said, “The devil does not like Deu- 
teronomy: he would fain avenge him- 
self (through the destructive critics) for 
the wounds it caused him on this most 
memorable occasion.” 


“Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and ... serve” (Luke 4:8).—The two- 
fold privilege of the child of God is 
worship and service. Worship is the 
overflowing of the heart to God in 
praise, adoration, and thanksgiving for 
what He is in Himself, and for all He 
had done, is doing, and shall yet do. 
And when we fulfill the exhortation, 
“Whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, as to 
the Lord, and not unto men” (Col. 3:23), 
we are serving Him. 

If work is done as in God's sight, 

On throne, in kitchen, or in field; 

Life’s day will have a brighter tint, 

And countless joys will yield. 

“Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God” (Luke 4:12).—In the first test, the 
Lord proved Himself the obedient One; 
in the second, the dependent One; and 
here, the trusting One. He would not 
tempt God (that is, put God to the test) 
to see if He would be faithful to His 
promise. His was a perfect trust which 
required no further proof of God’s ver- 
acity than the Word itself. 


“.. the devil ... departed from him 
for a season” (Luke 4:13).—Our atten- 
tion has been called to the fact that 
these words do not mean that Satan will 
give us rest in order to recuperate for 
another siege of temptation. The words, 
literally translated, are: “He stood off 
from Him until a good opportunity 
Should return.” When the Devil stops 
tempting us, it is only because he seeks 
to catch us unawares. 

This Temperance Lesson reminds us 
of the story related by Griffith Thomas 
about a poor Negro who was a helpless 
slave to drink. He tried again and again 
to free himself of the habit, and others 
tried to help him, but he could not get 
rid of his drunkenness, until he trusted 
Christ. When he was converted, there 
was a wonderful change, and someone 
said, “So, you have got the mastery of 
the Devil at last?” “No,” he said, “but 
I have got the Master of the Devil!” 

According to figures issued by a Foun- 
dation to be formed in the near future, 
there are now five million alcoholics in 
the United States of America as well as 
millions of borderline cases. 

The Foundation making this statement 
is headed by businessrnen, industrialists, 
and educators. According to these 
leaders, alcoholism causes over a billion 
dollars loss to industry because of ab- 
senteeism—to say nothing of what it is 
doing to the lives of the drinkers them- 
selves, and their families.

AY, fellows, it would be hard to im- 

agine anything more outrageously 
audacious than Satan’s attempt to cause 
Jesus Christ the Son of God to sin. He 
made three definite and subtle efforts, 
face to face with Jesus, as recorded in 
Luke 4:1-13, to frustrate His great mis- 
sion. Satan made further attempts on 
later occasions, all of which clearly show 
that he will use all his superhuman 
powers to overthrow the Gospel. 

You need to be informed about Satan, 
for he is very real today and is your 
greatest enemy—your deadliest foe. 

First, he is a person—even as God and 
Jesus and the Holy Spirit are persons. 
Jesus recognized him as a person, and 
spoke to him in the same language as 
that whichyHe used in conversing with 
His disciples. He is a person of great 
power and sagacity. He has more 
strength, more endurance, more knowl- 
edge, more skill, more speed, more 
cleverness than any human being, or 
group of humans, or nation of humans, 
or all the world combined. He is abso- 
lutely unwhippable by human skill or 
finesse. He is second in power only to 
God Almighty. Jesus Christ is the only 
one who ever conquered him on earth. 
But He did—and can—and does—and 
will. 

Second, Satan is invisible; he is a 
spirit. That gives him a great advan- 
tage in dealing with you. He can slip 
up on you without warning and whis- 
per things into your ear that you would 
not dare to utter with your tongue. He 
can whip your imagination into the foul- 
est thoughts. And he _ knows that 
thoughts work out into actions. He can 
make you doubt the truth. He said to 
Eve, “Ye shall not surely die” (though 
God had said so); and caused her to 
sin fatally. He said to Jesus, “If thou 
be the Son of God,” implying that after 
all Jesus might be mistaken in thinking 
He was God’s Son. But he did not suc- 
ceed in making Jesus doubt. This is 
Satan’s favorite strategy with Christians 
today—creating doubt—and he is mak- 
ing a howling success of it. 

Third, he would be skillful if only by 
experience. Think of what long practice 
Satan has.had. He has dealt with hun- 
dreds of generations. He speaks all lan- 
guages. You have just arrived. Do 
you think you can buck against a savoir. 
faire like that? Indeed you can’t, my 
boy—not in your own strength; you are 
just a tyro. 

But here is the good news. God has 
not left you defenseless against this 
powerful foe. Indeed God’s own power 
is right at hand to help you win the vic- 
tory over Satan; and He has given you 
two wonderful weapons with which to 
fight, namely, prayer and the “sword of 
the Spirit,” which is the Bible. You 
will note in this lesson text that Jesus 
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used the “sword of the Spirit” to an- 
swer each of Satan’s three assaults; “and 
when the devil had ended all the temp- 
tation, he departed from him for a sea- 
son.” Matthew’s account says, “Then the 
devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels 
came and ministered unto him.” I love 
that. There’s a sense of holy triumph 
that comes over a fellow when he suc- 
ceeds by the power of God in sending 
the Devil away. He receives the re- 
freshing ministry of angels. 

Satan usually attacks us at our most 
vulnerable point: the imagination. Im- 
agination is so tricky, so slippery. It 
gets into action before you know it. 
And Satan is clever enough to know that 
if he can start evil in the imagination, 
an evil word or an evil act will follow, 
unless the “seed thought” is immediately 
smothered. And here is where God’s 
Word is so helpful. Let me give you a 
sample of it which has been a great 
help to me. It is Second Corinthians 
10:3-5. “For though we walk in the 
flesh, we do not war after the flesh: 
(for the weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strong holds;) casting 
down imaginations, and every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the knowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience of 
Christ.” 

You can memorize those sixty words 
in five minutes. It can easily be the best 
five minutes of memory investment you 
ever made; it could be the means of sav- 
ing you years of suffering; yes, maybe 
an eternity of suffering. Make it a rule 
when an evil thought comes into your 
imagination, instantly to jerk the words 
of these verses down off your “memory 
shelf,” take one quick look at Calvary, 
and repeat them slowly and prayerfully. 
When you come to the last word, 
“Christ,” you will find the atmosphere 
has cleared, Satan gone, and your feet 
back on the Rock and a new song in 
your heart (see Psa. 40:1-3).

My Class of Girls

AST Sunday we started to memorize 
one of the most beautiful verses in 
the Bible, 2 Corinthians 8:9: “Ye know 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
though he was rich, yet for your sakes 
he became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich.” This is one of 
the verses I learned in Sunday school, 
and it has been a great blessing to me. 
Because I know it by heart, the Holy 
Spirit has many times brought it to my 
mind. And every time I have thought 
about it, it has made me love Christ 
more. 
None of us knows all of the riches and 
glories of Heaven, which the Lord Jesus 
gave up for more than thirty-three years, 
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that He might come into this world to 
save sinners. But we know enough 
about it to bow in thankfulness before 
Him. We do not realize how poor our 
Saviour became, but our study of Luke 
should help us to appreciate more what 
He did. We cannot comprehend the 
heavenly riches which we Christians 
are going to enjoy forever and ever, be- 
cause of what the Lord Jesus suffered. 
But we know enough to thrill our hearts 
with love for Him, every time we think 
about it. 

Let us ask the Lord to quicken our 
minds to learn this verse and then make 
it real and precious to our hearts. 

Here is a pencil and sheet of paper 
for each of you. Suppose you study 
for a minute or two, then see if you can 
write out the verse from memory. If 
you get stuck on any phrase, then con- 
centrate on that for another minute and 
try again. Time’s up! Next Sunday I 
hope we will be able to answer the first 
two questions on our Memory Card with- 
out looking at it. 

Last week we read of the baptism of 
Jesus, when the voice from Heaven 
said, “Thou art my beloved Son, in 
thee I am well pleased.” Immediately 
after that blessed experience, Jesus was 
led by the Holy Spirit into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted by the Devil. Before 
He began His public ministry, His ab- 
solute sinlessness had to be proved. 
Adam had been tested long before in 
the beautiful Garden of Eden. He failed, 
Jesus was given the same temptations 
in greater degree, and in a lonely desert. 
He triumphed. 

Let us read the lesson straight through, 
and discuss it afterward, Luke 4:1-15, 
This first temptation reminds us again 
that the Lord Jesus became poor for 
our sakes. Nothing to eat for forty days! 
Then Satan came along with this temp- 
tation to “the lust of the flesh.” (Why 
would it have been wrong for Jesus to 
make stones into bread?) A good ques- 
tion. If Jesus had made stones into 
bread, or done any other miracle dur- 
ing His life on earth for His own com- 
fort, it would have spoiled God’s plan 
for Him to be our example. He “was 
in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin.” Sometimes we excuse 
ourselves for irritability or other sins 
on the ground that we are tired or hun- 
gry. If Jesus had created something for 
Himself to eat, we might still use that 
excuse and say, “Of course if I could 
have created something to fill that need 
it would be different.” But He did not. 
He endured hunger and_ weariness, 
greater than we have ever known, and 
never sinned! 

The next temptation was to “the lust 
of the eyes.” Jesus saw all the king- 
doms of the world and the glory of 
them. He knew that they were under 
Satan’s control, although they rightfully 
belonged to Him. The Devil offered to 
yield them up to Him without a struggle 
if—but that “if” meant sin. The temp- 
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tation of the lust of the eyes to Adam 
and Eve must have seemed childish in 
comparison. They could not have had 
half so strong a desire for that fruit, 
as Jesus would have to take over the 
earth immediately. 

Then the last one, the appeal to “the 
pride of life.” Jesus was singularly

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unappreciated by men while here on 
earth. When we read the story of His 
life, how He twice fed great multitudes, 
constantly healed people, even raising 
some from the dead, we would picture 
Him as always surrounded by grateful, 
admiring peoplé, giving Him lovely pres- 
ents. But this’ was not the case. Many 
treated Him with indifference, others 
with hatred. Here in the wilderness 
Jesus knew it was going to be that way. 
The Devil suggested a method whereby 
He could suddenly “be somebody” in 
the eyes of men. But our blessed Lord 
did not consider this temptation for a 
moment. He had come to earth to do 
His Father’s will. And He did it. 

~ Isn’t it wonderful to have a Saviour 
who knows all our temptations in their 
utmost strength, but who was victori- 
ous? More than that, He has promised 
to stand by us in our temptations to 
make a way of escape that we may be 
able to bear them. 

Think of some of the lusts of the flesh 
Satan uses to tempt Christians today. 
(Drinking and smoking.) Yes, those are 
certainly two of them, for they injure 
one’s testimony for the Lord. I once 
invited a man to church whe said to me, 
“T have no use for that kind of stuff. A 
preacher once tried to get me to go to 
church and I thought I'd try it. gBut I 
found out he smoked, so I knew he was 
no better than I, and I never went.” 

The second temptation—“the lust of 
the eyes.” How Satan uses that! He 
tries to keep Christians so busy work- 
ing for things they can see, that they 
have no time to work for the Lord. If 
the Devil can keep us occupied with 
buying fine clothes, luxurious.homes, and 
everything else we see that attracts us, 
he knows we'll do very little to help 
the heathen, and will have very little 
testimony here in our own land. 

The last temptation was to “the pride 
of life.” The Devil uses that one freely, 
today, also. If we have talent, he will 
tempt us to use it for our own glory 
instead of for the glory of God. Beauty 
contests, popularity contests, and such 
things tempt Christian girls to seek their 
own aggrandizement instead of the 
Lord’s honor. 

Our blessed Lord overcame all temp- 
tations through the Word of God. He 
willingly became poor that we through 
His poverty might be rich. Shall we 
not follow Him in obedience to God, and 
unselfishness toward others?

Text). There is a story of a saintly 
teacher who, in the midst of his young 
students, lived a life of such purity and 
serenity, that his younger comrades 
marveled.

IN is a terrible thing! And, pitifully 
enough, not a person who has ever 
lived (other than the precious Son of 
God) is without sin. Before sin, how- 
ever, there is temptation. You can be 


assured that before anyone ever sins,. 


he is first tempted. 

Just the other day (according to the 
Aug. 8, 1955, Lancaster New Era) a very 
little boy sinned. He is only four years 
old. But, while his mother was sleep- 
ing, he stole her purse. And her purse 
had lots and lots of money in it—sixty- 
five dollars! He hurried to the nearest 
candy store. But it was not yet open. 
So he waited. Suddenly a big boy ap- 
peared. A boy ten years old! The older 
boy grabbed the purse from the little 
boy and ran off. This was not the first 
time the boy had sinned. No, indeed. 
He had been captured by the police be- 
fore and had escaped from the place 


where they keep such boys. Now he 
is safely held by the police, 
Sin is a terrible thing. Boys (and 


girls, too!) who are ten years old are 
sinners. Children four years old are 
sinners. And so are all people of every 
other age. But before sin, there is tempta- 
tion. Satan whispers in the ear, “There’s 
nothing wrong in doing that.” Or, “No 
one will ever know.” Or, “You'll never 
get caught.” Or sometimes, “What dif- 
ference does it make?” And when he 
tries to make sin look like something 
that does not matter, that is temptation. 

Always remember that sin is doing 
anything that is not the will of God the 
Father in Heaven. And throughout all 
the ages of time, Satan has been busy 
tempting people to do things that are 
not God’s will. 

No one is excluded from Satan’s whis- 
perings. Even the precious Son. of Ged, 
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our dear Lord Jesus Christ, was tempted 
by Satan. It happened almost immedi- 
ately after He had been baptized. 


You remember, I’m sure, that at the 
time of His baptism, God’s Holy Spirit 
(in the form of a dove) came out. of 
Heaven and rested on the Lord Jesus. 
Then God’s Spirit led Him to a place 
where He could be all alone. There 
it was that Satan came to Him. He did 
not then come—nor does he ever come 
—as a fiery, red-horned, red-tailed, pitch- 
forked being, as we often see him pic- 
tured. Oh, no! Whenever Satan comes 
he would make us believe that he is 
something quite wonderful. In God's 
Word he is called a deceiver—one who 
makes people think that he is something 
that he is not. And that is just what he 
is: a deceiver, a liar. 

The Lord Jesus had not eaten any- 
thing for forty days. So, quite naturally, 
He was hungry. Satan knew this. So 
he said, “If thou bé the Son of God, com- 
mand this stone that it be made bread.” 
Ever since time began Satan had tried 
to upset God’s plans. At the time of 
the temptation of the dear Son of God, 
he wanted to cause the Lord Jesus to 
sin so that He could not be the Saviour 
of the world, as God had planned. 

Because the Lord Jesus is the Son of 
God, He could have made bread or any- 
thing else out of anything He chose. And 
He could do it at once. But never did 
He do any miracles for His own benefit, 
Nor would He do anything except what 
His Father in Heaven told Him to do. 
So when Satan tempted Him to satisfy 
His hunger by doing something that was 
not His Father's will, He simply refused 
—quoting a verse of Scripture from the 
Old Testament. (Teacher: Be sure to 
have the children look up each of these 
references in the Book of Deuteronomy.) 

Then Satan caused the Lord Jesus to 
see all the kingdoms of the world in 
a moment of time, and He told the Lord 
Jesus that he would give all of these 
kingdoms to Him if He would falledown 
and worship him, What an awful thing! 
When we worship someone, we serve 
him. Imagine the dear Son of the living 
God serving Satan! Had He done that, 
He would have been under Satan’s 
power. What a deceiver, what a liar, 
Satan is! 

Satan, of course, did not mention that 
the Lord Jesus would have to serve Him, 
but the Lord Jesus knew what worship- 
ing him meant. So He reminded Satan 
that God had commanded, “Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve.” 

Satan then caused the Lord Jesus to 
go to a place high above the city. Re- 
minding the Lord Jesus that God prom- 
ises,to care for His own (using Scrip- 
ture to do so, you will notice!), he 
tempted the Lord Jesus to throw Him- 
self to the ground.

Nuggets for Your 
emperance Teaching

Daniel and the Hebrews knew the 
value of grain and fruits and that God 
gives these to man for his benefit. It 
is hard to believe that, in 1953, the 
liquor interests in America used ap- 
proximately 98 million bushels of grain, 
224 million gallons of molasses, 1% mil- 
lion tons of fruit, and 300 million gallons 
of fruit juices in the manufacture of 
alcoholic beverages. We are indignant 
that these natural products, which could 
provide bread and vitamins and well- 
being to men, should be lost to destruc- 
tive uses. To misuse the good provisions 
of God to foster the wrong impulses 
of man is truly profanity. 


What a wonderful thing it would be 
for America if all her leaders would 
hold fast to the early teachings learned 
in the homes of Christian parents and 
in the Sunday schools of their child- 
hood, as Daniel held to his early in- 
struction. It is good to know of prayer 
meetings among congressmen and in the 
Pentagon led by honest and unafraid 
men. We should pray that these en- 
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deavors may be a nucleus that will 
stiffen the spiritual spine of our land. 


“God never made a normal brain that 
needed alcohol, so, if. you examine your 
brain and decide that it needs alcohol, 
just set yourself down as a defective 
by birth or habit; you were born in- 
ferior to your fellow man, or you have 
made yourself inferior by habits.

The writer of a letter to an Oregon 
paper said: “We need a campaign to 
counteract the liquor ads and their lies 
glorifying drink. It takes character and 
love of humanity to resist the huge 
checks sent to the various publications 
by liquor interests, . but the liquor 
ads you are advertising may cause some- 
one to harm one you love dearly.” One 
argument will appeal to one person and 
some other to the next. But a few 
Daniels here and there will find ample 
arguments on the side of God's right- 
eousness. Do we ourselves have the 
courage we expect of the editors? ‘ 


At a talk in Waltham, Mass., Senator 
Kefauver said that the juvenile delin- 
quency problem is a “symptom of the 
weakness in our moral and social fab- 
ric.” “Children,” he said, “do not come 
into the world delinquent. It is the 
delinquent family, the delinquent com- 
munity, and the delinquent society 
which breed a delinquent child.” 


I want to lead a good, worth-while 
life. This would not be possible if I 
were an alcoholic, for a person under 
the influence of alcohol can often be 
persuaded to do things he would not do 
otherwise. This is caused by the loss 
of the ability to think. 


It is good to know that, among many 
other like-minded publications, 176 daily 
newspapers now refuse all alcoholic bev- 
erage advertising, along with 2,068 
weekly papers, according to figures re- 
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leased by the American Business Men’s 
Foundation. Some of these are large 
newspapers indeed. Strong editors have 
taken a positive stand. Typical of tra- 
ditional positions lately reaffirmed is that 
of the Washington Star (D. C.), which 
announced in part, “Exile under con- 
stitutional prohibition and permission to 
return under repeal have not worked 
any miraculous transformation in the 
character and influence of alcoholic in- 
toxicants. As they were: before prohi- 
bition and repéal, they are now.” The 
Carthage Press of Missouri says, “We do 
not believe that anything is for our own 
interest, in the ultimate, unless it is 
also for the public interest.” 


Roy Rogers says: “Children are a 
parent’s most precious possession, .

The City of Marietta, Georgia, has 
found that getting rid of liquor has paid 
off. Since 1949, the city has voted $1,500,- 
000. for hospital improvements, $400,000 
for new municipal equipment, increased 
the wage scale for city employees, and 
paid all its debts. The mayor and coun- 
cilmen signed statements, in 1953, that 
in all seven wards these things were 
done without any liquor license funds.

don a drinker. There is always hope.”— 
Marie Lambert. 


Alcoho-clericalism.—La Sauvegarde of 
Lausanne prints a picture of the Lord 
Bishop of Colchester (England) drink- 
ing the health of the proprietress of The 
Black Boy, her.pub,—with a half-smoked 
cigarette hanging from his left fingers. 
His expression is described as one of 
“inexpressible content.” The  photo- 
graph was taken for an English liquor 
paper. On the preceding page is a sim- 
ilar picture of the Italian Bishop of 
Reggio Emilia drinking Carmano ver- 
mouth. This, too, was liquor advertis- 
ing. “Churchmen of distinction.” 


Free Belgium describes a mass cele- 
brated by the Bishop of Autun in asso- 
ciation with a conference of wine inter- 
ests. Canon Bourgeon spoke on the 
alleged Scripture passage, “Wine is life,” 
although it is not reported where he 
got that convenient text. He denounced 
both drunkenness and water-drinking 
while praising wine as a good creation 
of God. But did not God create water? 

The alcohol in wine is the excrement 
of yeast after eating the grape sugar. 
Surely a dung heap in a barnyard cannot 
be called a good creation of God! 


Folket of Oslo for January, 1955, says 
that Iceland can celebrate a jubilee, 
elsewhere probably unequaled. During 
the past twenty-five years not a single 
murder has been committed there, nor 
a single oase of crime against sexual 
morality. It has totally eliminated illit- 
eracy, and the capital city has more 
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libraries and bookstores than drinking 
places. 

Iceland is introducing a new alcohol 
code. Commercial advertising of drink 
is to be forbidden and an intensification 
of temperance instruction in the public 
schools made. A Council for Defense 
Against Drink has been organized. Dis- 
tilling of drink is prohibited, and what- 
ever is used is to be imported by the 
government, (This is probably to pre- 
vent other nations from interfering, as 
Spain earlier strangled Prohibition by 
boycotting Iceland fish.) The govern- 
ment alone brews beer, chiefly for sale 
to American troops. Local option can 


close out all sale of drink where the 


people so desire. 


Little does the general public know 
of the facts of alcoholism and that in- 
cludes the official Dry leaders whose 
business is to discover these facts and 
to mediate them to the general public. 
I am thinking just now of the wonder- 
ful results of wartime semiprohibition 
in France. Where in dny temperance 
paper, or clipsheet, was the following 
from the Paris newspaper, Paris-Soir of 
October 15, 1942, reproduced, or any sim- 
ilar report? It reads: 

“Alcoholism is an evil which, to all 
intents and purposes, exists no longer 
among us. The antialcohol league may 
well fold up for lack of objects of at- 
tack. It is only too true, nevertheless, 
that the scourge it attacks has made 
frightful ravages in our nation. It pro- 
gressed from year to year, attacked con- 
tinually new social classes, extended its 
disastrous evils to the women. 

“Today the offense of drunkenness has 
become a charge almost unknown to 
the guardians of the peace. Scenes of 
violence, knifing among drunkards, fights 
at bars, family quarrels, which some 
months ago were our daily bread, have 
considerably diminished according to 
police statistics. Bloody crimes have 
become very rare. Admissions into in- 
sane asylums have decreased fifty-nine 
per cent. That at Bron, which was over- 
crowded, has now actually a thousand 
unapplied-for beds in three thousand. 
Not only are the insane less in number, 
but they are more easily cured. 

“In the hospitals entire wards, ordi- 
narily occupied by the sick with cirrho- 
sis of the liver and. all other sicknesses 
of a degenerative type, engendered by 
drink, are now unoccupied.” 

This wonderful testimony to the ef- 
fectiveness of near-prohibition in France 
was given to the world at the time 
(1942) when the president of the Anti- 
saloon League, Bishop Cushman, was 
telling his followers that ‘they must for- 
get all about prohibition, that it was an 
impossible policy for our generation. 

They never know! They have no in- 
telligence service, no literature! They 
swallow Yale imposture instead!

set up in churches, there is, as it were, 
a standard of idolatry erected; for the 
folly of mankind cannot refrain from 
immediately falling into idolatrous wor- 
ship” (“Institutes of the Christian Re- 
ligion,” Book I, Chapter XI, pp. 109, 110). 
Charles Hodge expressed a similar view, 
“In other words, idolatry consists not 
only in the worship of false gods, but 
~also in the worship of the true God by 


images” (“Systematic Theology,” Eerd- 
mans, Grand Rapids 3, Mich., 1940, Vol. 
III, p. 291). 


Error has a way of entering the scene 
gradually. First, there is the seed, then 
the tender sprout, and finally, the full- 
grown plant. Most evangelical his- 
torians thus account for the rise of the 
papacy and the whole web of false teach- 
ing that surrounds it. 

While our worship services may need 
improvement, we must be careful that 
we do not sweep our house clean of one 
evil only to embrace seven others worse 
than the first.

HIS week’s topic and next week’s 

are part of an over-all theme that 
is designed to help us see what part 
and responsibility Christian missions 
have in a changing world. The term 
“revolutionary” in this week’s topic 
should not be allowed to confuse our 
thinking by leading us to suppose that 
only violent political upheavals are in 
mind. The dictionary meaning of revo- 
lution is “a total or radical change, as 
a revolution in thought.” It also may 
mean “a fundamental change in polit- 
ical organization, or in a government 
or constitution; the overthrow or re- 
nunciation of one government or ruler, 
and the substitution of another, by the 
governed.” 
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We have only to look about us in the 
world to see that such changes or revo- 
lutions have been and are taking place. 
The land of the great Republic of China 
has been taken over by a Moscow in- 
spired and encouraged regime that has 
imposed upon the people of China a 
Communist government. 

India has moved out from under the 
provincial government of Great Britain 
and has become a member of the Com- 
monwealth of Nations, 

France has been having increasing 
difficulty with her far-flung colonies. 
Already the Communists have pried off 
a section of Indo-China, and there has 
been great unrest in Morocco and AIl- 
geria and Tunisia. Mau Mau activities 
in Kenya, Africa, have been causing 
grave concern in that continent.

And so it goes, all over the world: un- 
rest and upheaval and change seem to 
be the order of the day. Already the 
effect upon Christian missions of this 
unrest has been serious, and the pros- 
pects are that increasing difficulty and 
trouble will be forthcoming. Mainland 
China has been practically closed to mis- 
sionary effort from the outside. The 
life of Christian evangelistic effort in In- 
dia is seriously threatened by nationals 
who insist that no appeals shall be made 
by those of “foreign” religions. In Japan, 
since the return of the nation to self- 
government, already evidences are seen 
of a return to Shintoism and ancestor 
worship, and a lessening of interest in 
Christianity. In some places the doors 
to Christian missions are still wide open, 
but it cannot be predicted that this con- 
dition will long continue. 

s€ 


Meanwhile, what is the responsibility 
of the Christian church? Certainly the 
great commission given by the Lord 
Jesus just before His ascension (Mark 
16: 14-18) has never been rescinded. If 
anything, the changing world about us 
presents a greater challenge than ever 
to the true Church of Christ to carry 
the Gospel to the uttermost parts and 
to do so with increased zeal and fervor, 
realizing that the time may soon come 
when doors now open will be closed 
and opportunities past. We shall see 
more, when we consider next week’s 
topic, as to why the Christian Gospel 
is the only hope for this old world. 
But let us not close this week’s meeting 
without catching a glimpse, from God's 
viewpoint, of the turmoil and unrest 
that is all about us among the nations 
of the world. Psalm 2, which is part 
of our Scripture for this week, should 
help us to see that God has not lost con- 
trol. Governments may rise and fall, 
men may fly at one another’s throats, 
nations may take council to leave God 
out of their planning and may defy 
His precepts and laws, but God will 
judge the nations of this earth and one 
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day will set His King above them all 
in Jerusalem, and will rule the nations 
with an absolutely fair and righteous 
and impartial government.

, the day of grace, when they may freely

PRAYER Succestions: “My help 
cometh from the Lord, which made 
heaven and earth.” Not all believers 
wait only upon God in trouble. But - 
those who_ know that God is their 
refuge and strength and a present 
help in time of trouble will do so. 
Reliance upon “second causes” will 
prove disappointing; but none who . 
trust in the Lord shall ever be con- 
founded. It is better to take troubles 
to the Most High than to anyone else. 
Man fails us, but Jesus never. Pray 
for the missionaries in Italy. 
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
